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Tender awarded for 5SR Bridge 


The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has awarded the 
tender for the reconstruction and 
replacement of the bridge at 5 
Sideroad and Canal Rd., adjacent 
to Springdale Christian Reformed 
Church. 

Six tenders were received, ranging 
from $1,256,827, to more than $2,332 
million. The award went to the low 
bidder, Facca Inc. The Town has also 
set aside a 15% contingency totalling 
$188,524, to cover any problems that 
may arise. 


The Holland Marsh Drainage 
Improvement Scheme, now 
underway, had set aside about $2.2 
million for bridge rebuilding. “We 
knew right from the get-go that the 
funding provided by the Marsh 
project would not cover 100% of 
the cost," said Director of Engineer, 
Debbie Korolnek. Any costs over and 
above what remains in the Marsh 
budget will come from taxes. 

Sideroad 5 will be closed at the 
bridge from November 1,2012, to 
May 31,2013. 


South Simcoe Police Report
